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knowledge to get this resolved. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: You know (indiscernible) -- 

TONY; What I want you to do, Steve, as I 
said, you come out and talk to me and sit out here. 

You can go -- call back in and be that spokesman for 
us. You can be doing what I'm doing here, telling them 
this is the right thing to do. Let's, let's move along 
with what we, we have. We'll -- everybody's going to 
have legal representation. I'll tell you what. You 
know what attorneys are. And attorneys are -- they're 
-- do not let the Government off easy. They're going 
to fight for everything they have. I've dealt with 
them for 25 years and I respect that, and I would not 
respect it otherwise. The cases I work I respect --

TONY; Okay. Okay. Is Steve there? 

LISA TO STEVE; (Indiscernible) . 

STEVE TO LISA; Done already? 

LISA TO STEVE: Yeah. I wanted to give him 
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the message to Rita. He wants me to come out and give 
it -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Hello? What happened? 

TONY: Well, I thought she had something to 

say to me. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, I thought maybe you two 

could get together and talk and see what could be 
worked out. 

TONY: I asked her if she's coming out and 

she said no. You know. I'll just leave -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, she did? I wasn't 

here. I was talking to Wayne when -- 

TONY: Well -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- you were on the phone 

with her. So -- 

TONY; Yeah. Well, she just said no. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: He wanted to know why --he 

says to me, why didn't he want to talk to me? And I 
says, well, apparently he doesn't like what you have to 
say or something. 

TONY: No. It was just I'm, I'm asking 

people if they want to come out because of -- that's my 
main concern, Steve. It, it's getting to almost like 
it's, it's, it's a game on your guys part over there. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, no. 

TONY: But if it is, it is. 
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STEVE SCHNEIDER: Because I, I don't -- ever 

since those days ago -- I'm serious. You don't realize 
the -- I, I warned these negotiators, some of them way 
back with the first time that happened, with turning 
off the electricity when -- 

TONY: That's in the past. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- and not -- but it's -- 

now, you've got to remember, we were trying to get a 
trust relationship going. So many people were offended 
by that . 

TONY: Okay. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Then, then we started -- 

TONY : Steven? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- getting -- didn't we 

Start getting -- 

TONY: Steven, let me ask you a cjuestion. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: (Indiscernible) -- 

TONY: Over your, over your course of your 

life, haven't -- I think we've all maybe done things 
and not done things. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: (Indiscernible) -- 

TONY: We said well, okay --

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I don't understand. Okay. 

TONY: You send out, you send out 20 people 

tomorrow and see if we don't respond positively to 
that. How's that? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER : How? 

TONY: You send them out and then I'll tell 

you how. But -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I can't even send them out 

in the first place because they're not even listening 
to me anywhere. That's what I'm telling you. You 
don't want to talk about the past, but that's what's 
broken the -- what trust we had going. What? They're 
now not believing anything. 

TONY: Okay. You, you send out, you send out

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, that press conference 


did a lot of damage today,

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Well, no one wants to go 

19 I and stick their neck out and get it chopped off now, 

20 I because they're looking -- 
TONY; We're not going to do that. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; -- to see what's happening. 
TONY; But if -- you know, we're not going 
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STEVE SCHNEIDER; Well, you're not -- you and 
I both aren't doing a good job of convincing these 
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people of that. 

TONY: Well -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I'm not doing a good job 

and -- 


TONY : - - I can ' t convince those - - 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- you aren't. 

TONY: -- people because, obviously, those 

people are going to be convinced by you or David. 
STEVE SCHNEIDER: Not by me. 

TONY: Obviously, David is not interested. 

David in my estimation, David has one agenda, and 
how is David -- what's good in this for David.

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah, but looking at Kathy 

Schroeder there makes me wonder now what ' s going on or 
what's happening.

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Very close-knit family 
where they tuck the children into bed, myself and 
Bisters, and they'd always have get-togethers. They 
never went anywhere without us. Very close-knit 
family, a lot of support. So, I grew up with a lot of 
security that way. 


DEK: Yeah. 
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STEVE SCHNEIDER: But right from the time I 

could comprehend, I was always looking out at the stars 
wondering how I got here, where I was going -- 

DEK : Sure . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- why all the problems in 

the Earth, why not peace, why this, why that. So -- 
and the prophets -- and looking into religion, up into 
my teens, I got away from it. I didn't want to have 
anything to do with religion, God. I saw hypocrisy 
everywhere. I got over to Hawaii. I went back there 
again and I got to know a, a quarterback. He was going 
to be a quarterback with the Rams, and he gave up his 
whole career to get into Hinduism.

STEVE SCHNEIDER: And he had a pretty good 

connection with the Rams, and that's way back like '70, 
'71, I believe, somewhere in there. 

DEK: Yeah. 


STEVE SCHNEIDER: And -- but, anyway, that's 

what kind of got me into searching out a lot of eastern 
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religions, seeing what they were about. I knew I 
couldn't make a judgment without hearing what they were 
all about. As you recall, your age, you would remember 
that's when this eastern influence was pretty heavy in 
America. 

DEK: Nehru jackets and all that? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, yeah. Remember all 

that sort of thing? 

DEK: You bet. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: The late '60s, early '70s. 

But then after that, of course, I just pursued studying 
a lot of the holy books and the philosophies of men and 
trying to find a weight of evidence, and I was always 
moving onward. And when I ran into David in '86 
through this Marc Breault, who ended up becoming his 
greatest enemy and, and mine also, and I still like the 
guy. 

DEK: St-- yeah. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I don't have, I don't have 

any -- but, I mean, the guy has definitely tried to 
destroy us. 

DEK: Steve, would you, would you say that -- 

would you say you probably had a better childhood than 
your daughter's having and those other children right 
now? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, I -- 
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DEK: Don't you think -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: No, it's -- if you saw 


DEK: -- they should come out of there, 

Steve? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: If you saw Mayanah right 

now, happy -- i mean, smart little girl. I mean, she's 


DEK: Steve, the conditions in there have got 

-- they've got to be pretty bad. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; They honestly aren't, but 
I m surpri - - I'm sure they could be made worse though. 

DEK: Steve, it -- you know, running water 

and the convenience, the fresh air, the sunshine. You 
enow that your daughter and those other children would 
5e much better out of there. You know in your heart 
:hat you would be much better coming out of there, 
fou'd have more freedom on the outside, Steve, than you 
lave in there now. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Dek, you know the greatest 
wonder I've ever had in all my life is why I see things 
.he way I do and why most people don't like see the 
iame truth I do, in the Bible, for instance. I, I hear 
- say there's 10 of us that get to hear something, 
fine walk away. One's left to pursue it, and really 
rying to be honest with themselves. My own family, of 
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course, got to hear David. You could ask -- you know, 
they actually did, and they were, they were pretty 
convinced about what he had. But when it, when it 
seemed like there would have had to be a commitment, 
that's where we lost them. Religion is a bad thing 
when you can do what you want to do and just go to a 
religious social club once a week, where you go through 
a yo-yo experience, stand up, sit down, stand up, sit 
down. But Christianity 2,000 years ago wasn't that 
way, as you know. It was not --

DEK : I don ' t think so , no . 

STEVE SCIQ^IDER: Can't -- don't you have 

some really spiritual --a minister, a priest or 
somebody that would talk to me and want to talk about 
those issues? 

DEK: Ah -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: That's why I'm in here. 

Before this -- 

DEK: Yeah. If you come out I think we can 

arrange it . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Ha -- 

DEK: There's the -- Steve -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Just (indiscernible) -- 

DEK: -- I know you're laugh-- we can 

arrange - - 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- (indiscernible) -- 

DEK: We can arrange 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: No, I'm not -- 

DEK: We can have you talk to half a dozen 

religious leaders if you will come out. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Dek. 


DEK: You've got to consider the emotional 
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scars that these children are going to be left with. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: (Indiscernible) emotional 

scars -- 

DEK: Even the damn noise, you know. . Just 

listen to that noise, day after day. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Tell me. You're, you're -- 

DEK: You know, everything that's happened in 

there, and we don't want to dwell on that, but the fact 
is that those children need to come out of there. 
They're going to be left with emotional scars. No 
doubt it's probably affected you. It's affected 
everybody in there. And I'll guarantee you're going to 
have more freedom outside than you will inside. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Everybody — you know, a 

lot of you guys 

DEK : See, you hesitated because you know -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: No, no. I was -- 

DEK: — that's true. You hesitated because 

you know in your -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, I would like it to -- 

DEK: -- heart that that's true. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: — be able to be like it 

, say five weeks ago. There would be nothing 


DEK : Come on out . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: But thanks to guys like 
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David Troy there, I mean, this, this world -- this 
United States is in trouble with guys like him -- 
DEK: You forgot -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; -- running around. 

DEK; -- you forgot one of the rules of 
discussion. We're not talking about -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; No, no. That'S you -- 
DEK; -- that guy or the ATF. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: That'S the rules that 

you've imposed upon yourself. That's the -- 
DEK: Well, we're imposing it on -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; -- rules you've imposed on 

yourself . 

DEK: -- you too. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I *- you know, this is 

Still a free country and that the freedom of speech is 
everything to me. It is. It's everything to me. If 
David Troy can stand up and flap his lips and tell the 
lies he has, I can at least say it to you -- 
DEK: Well -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; -- I'm sure. 

DEK: -- come on out and refute that, Steve. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: How -- 

DEK: You'll have -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; -- can you with the guys 
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You'll 


DEK: -- you'll have legal representation, 

you're a very articulate individual, 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Oh, come on. 

DEK: Much more so than I. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: (Indiscernible) -- 

DEK: You'll be able to come out and present 

your side. It's got -- it's going to come out sooner 
or later. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, it will. It will, 

especially when God opens up the heavens and the 
heavens turn black and -- 

DEK; Well, see, that's, that's -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- thunder's rolling and -- 

DEK: -- doesn't sound very good to me, that 

kind of talk -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: It does -- 

DEK: -- Steve. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I'm looking forward to 

I, I really -- if you read Isaiah 24 -- 
DEK: You're looking forward to dying? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I'm looking forward to God

DEK: Steve 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- broken marriages and 
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families and -- 

DEK: I know, but that's -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- drugs and disease and -- 

DEK: But, I mean, that's life. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: No. No, it's not -- 

DEK: We all have to struggle -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: It'S life and it's -- 

DEK; -- through life. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah, but God wants you and 

I to wise up and, and, and get sober about these 
things . 

DEK: Well, that's what we have to look

world if, if I could ever get an ear of yours so that

when things happen --

DEK: I'll -- 


STEVE SCHNEIDER; -- you'd be prepared -- 
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DEK: You come on out and we'll sit down and 

talk. I'll grab Tony. Tony was here awhile ago. 

We'll come out. We'll be there and talk to you. You 
come on out. Let me ask -- are -- let me ask, are you 
going to commit suicide? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, of course not. If I 

did I'd be lost eternally. 

DEK: Are you going to stay in there? You 

want you know, you don't want a confrontation -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: No. 

DEK : - - I hope . We - - 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: No, in fact -- 

DEK : - - you know we don ' t . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- we're actually -- I 

know, and we're actually at that place. Everybody is 
still come on, David, what have you got. You know, 
it's like -- 

DEK: Steve, you know, you know that we're 

not going to do anything to precipitate that . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, no, no. That's not 

what I'm talking about. We're talking about, you know, 
I mean, God told him to wait. That's what I'm talking 
about . 

DEK: Yeah. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: And, honestly, in the past, 

before this happened, he's had revelations. And I'm 
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dealing in the world of something that you would 
understand. Let's deal in the world of science. Let's 
deal in physics, astronomy, geography. This is what 
I'm talking about. God is -- 

DEK: Yeah. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; -- not only a God of, of 
so-called spiritual writings, God is a God of 
substance, of, of the very physics of the universe. 

DEK: Well -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: And, and this guy that 

dropped out of school in the ninth grade, how he is so 
beyond some of the greatest scientists that I've ever 
met is -- 

DEK: I -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- beyond me. 

DEK: -- I know. We -- remember, we talked 

about that before. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: But you've never really -- 

DEK: It is -- 


STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- I've been around him -- 

DEK: Did -- 


STEVE SCHNEIDER: 


-- ever really got into 


that. 


DEK: You said something about some -- are 

some of the people in there asking David what, what 
have you got? I kind of -- it kind of went by me there 
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kind of quick. You're -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I'd like to hsve him -- 

DEK: -- talking fast. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- describe to you how the 

pyramids got there, how such heavy pieces of structure 
can sit on a foundation of sand -- 

DEK: But -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- and man can't even get a 

higher building than the Sears Tower because of not 
being able to have a stronger foundation. And he'll 
show you how it was brought together -- 

DEK: Yeah -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- how the thing was built. 

It s a mind-boggler . Where did he get the information? 

DEK: Steve, I, I don't know where he did, 

but let me ask you -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah. 

DEK: -- did -- I -- did you say something 

about some of the folks in there are asking David what 
he's got or -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, yeah. What comes -- 

DEK: I mean, it's -- are they like -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- of the prophets. 

DEK: -- challenging David to do something 

or -- 


STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, yeah, they're -- 
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there's people here that are asking, you know, what is 
happening, what's God -- God told you to wait, so what 
do you have? You know -- 

DEK; Yeah. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- what, what are you 

sharing? What are you -- 

DEK: I mean, they're not like trying to push 

him to a confrontation? I hope not. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, that hasn't happened- 

People are -- you know, they're always interested 
because they came here and they had been disappointed. 
Now, of course, he says his God says wait. And, you 
know, it is bizarre, Dek. I grant you a million 
percent it is. 

DEK: Yeah. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I mean, if I were in your 

shoes with a little religious education or influence in 
one's life, whatever you have, wherever you're at, I 
mean, I'd be the -- I mean, look. Cults are cults. 

I've always been not only leery, I'd be a million miles 
-- if I, if I saw this story in the press, I'd be 
saying oh, those poor suckers down there and another 
loony-tick and, you know, all the rest of it. No -- 

DEK: Urn -hum. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- question. But, I mean, 

if you had the time to sit down with the man face-to- 
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face and you looked at the, the very information given 
where you could logically, with common sense, with your 
own background, weigh it out, I don't know that you 
would disagree with it. Seriously. 

DEK; Yeah. I, I -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I mean, so this is a -- 

DEK: -- I don't know. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: No, but, Dek, that's what I 

mean. This is why, this is why I'm having a difficult 
time trying to get these people out of here. 

DEK: Well, that -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Even my, even myself, I'm 

looking at this and I can't controvert it. If the 
Bible is true, I have not had the ability in all my 
education -- and it's a lot. When it comes -- I'll 
take anybody on in this world, any of these scholars, 
when it comes to the Bible. I will. I've gone to 
London. I've been to Jerusalem, Melbourne, Sydney, 
Auckland, New Zealand, Copenhagen. I've been to these 
places in the last three or four years. 

DEK: Well. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: And, and I've sat down with 

a lot of men. I've opened up a lot of questions, that 
their faces turned red. 

DEK: I know. And you 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: And then I (indiscernible) . 
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DEK: -- you've talked about this before, 

Steve . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, have we really? I 

didn't know that. 

DEK: Yeah. It was a couple of weeks ago, 

that Saturday. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: All right. 

DEK: You were kind of screaming and yelling 

at me there. You got -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I was. I, I -- 

DEK: --a little hot under the collar. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- I was very mad that day, 

if you remember. 

DEK: But I think, you know -- and I -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: We had worked out something 

so nice, we won't get into that. 

DEK : Right . Right . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Dek, we won't get into it 

again. 

DEK: Right . Let ' s not . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I was then -- 

DEK: Let's not. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I mean, because I really 

did know. I knew, because I talked with about 20 
people . 

DEK: Steve, I'd like for you to come -- I'd 
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really like for you to come out. I know that you have 
enough influence to bring people out there. I'd like 
to meet you out at the end of the road, shake your 
hand. I, I know you can do that. I know you can come 
out. You know what -- another reason why I want you to 
come out? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; What'S that? 

DEK: Because your sister. Sue, Susan, has 

called up here numerous times and she wants to hold 
your hand. She wants to hug you. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Poor Sue. 

DEK: She wants you to come out. She loves 

you very much. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, yeah. 

DEK; I know that for a fact, Steve. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: If I -- I know my family 

does . 

DEK: Well, she -- you know -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; I feel for her. 

DEK: -- that's something to consider. Their 

-- you know, their hearts are broken that -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I know they are. What do 

you, though, when, when Christ of 2,000 years ago says 
don't put father, mother, sister, brother first or 
you're not worthy of me? Did he mean what he said? Or 
you explain it to me if it doesn't mean what the very 
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English says. And' if that -- 
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DEK: Yeah -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: It's in all four gospels. 

So, vhat do you do with something like that? 

DEK; Well -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; If, if we don't put the 
eternal God first, he'll do everything for --if you 
put him first, he'll put your family first. He'll work 
it out. But if you put the family first, you can all 
end up taking a trip to the place you don't want to. 

DEK: You can bring your family along. You 

can do this for your family. You can do it for 
yourself. You can do it for your God. You can still 
pursue all this, Steve. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: It's not that I'm not going 

to. It's that I'm, I'm waiting myself. It's like I've 
put this much of my -- I -- you know that I've put six- 
and-a-half years into this, Dek? 

DEK: Steve, I know you've put a lot of 

time 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Not, not four weeks. 

DEK: You've still got a lot of life ahead of 

you. You can continue that. You can -- 

STEVE SCIQ^EIDER: But here, you know -- 

DEK: -- continue that. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: One last revelation, and 
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it's so important as to what will happen here, and 
which book, which prophecy is to be opened up, because 
right now all these minor prophets have been opened up 
and very clearly harmonized to the light of the last 
book of the Bible, Revelation. And there's something 
that - - 

DEK: Steve? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- that we're waiting for 

yet, and it's, and it's being opened up. It really is. 
I'm not seeing that -- I don't see it's going to be 
very much time now at all. I'm serious. I'm not 
joking about that. 

DEK: You know, you're talking like it's the 

end of the world. Are you talking like it's the end of 
the world, Steve? I think I can ask you -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I'm talking about, I'm 

talking about this -- well, hey, take a look at the 
sixth seal sometime. 

DEK: Oh. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: It's not -- the sixth seal 

is not the end of the world. 

DEK: You're violating our rules of 

discussion again. Remember? We said no discussion — 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: No, you' ~ - no, I never — 

DEK: --of what happened on the 28th. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Dek, I never agreed to 
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that . 

DEK: No ATF. No religion, because -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Dek, Dek, I never agreed to 

such a thing. That's what you guys have said. 

DEK: Well, then, we agreed to it. We -- you 

know -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Dek, you're okay, but -- 

DEK: Somebody just handed me this. Hang 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, no. 

DEK: --on just a minute. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Dek, don't let them hand 

you anything. 

DEK: No, no. No. It'S, it's -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Okay. What is it? 

DEK: -- addressed to you, Mr. Steven -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; All right. 

DEK: -- Schneider, Mount Carmel, Waco, 

Texas. "Dear Mr. Schneider." It's -- I've got a 
letter here, that Zimmerman and Levine, Attorneys at 
Law. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Okay. 

DEK: "Jim A. Levine and I want to provide 

you with the finest legal representation possible. In 
order to do so, you must be safely in a courtroom. 
Without the chance to effectively present your version 
to the court and thereby to the public, only the 
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stories of your detractors will be heard." I guess 
that's us. I guess we're the detractors. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; I hope not. I -- 

DEK: "Your family..." 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Dek, I hope you're going to 
be right with, with me against the ATF. 

DEK; Well, I don't want to get into that. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Ha, ha. 

DEK; I'm not taking sides here. I'm just -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Okay. 

DEK: -- trying to remain impartial. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: All right. 

DEK: It says -- let me read this on here, 

read on. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Dek, I was hoping you'd be 
sitting right there next to me. 

DEK: I don't know. I don't think so. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Okay. 

DEK: They probably .wouldn't even let me come 

in the courtroom. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Okay. 

DEK; It says, "Your family assures us that 
the stories being circulated are false. I've spoken 
with Sue Johnson several times a day since March 12, 
1993. She is the one who researched a list of Texas 
lawyers and asked us to represent you. I suggest that 
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you request that..." -- let's see -- "...that you 
request that you and I meet face-to-face, as you did 
twice before with the Sheriff and the FBI.

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I'm talking about the --

Just the clothes -- 

LINDA BARRY: No ID, nothing?

That 
I happened to look out the window. I says who are you, 
what do you want, what are you up to? 

LINDA BARRY: Right. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: And the person said that he 

had come a long distance. He says may I come in? And 
I says well, wait a minute. If you come in? For what? 
I says state your business. 

LINDA BARRY: I'm just a little bit surprised 

that you weren't more concerned in getting some, you 
know, identification from them. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Well, you know, I mean, if 
they're -- i -- you know, again, it, it's always the 
religious thing that one brings up, you know, and it's 
because if we can't trust our fellow -- if I -- I 
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really, you know, if it's a human being that needs help 
or they want answers or somehow -- I mean, I believe 
it's my responsibility to do what I can for them, as 
everyone here. So, we let the person in: are you 

hungry? The guy had slivers all in his feet and -- so, 
we tried to help him out a little bit, find out 
where -» 

LINDA BARRY; He walked out there? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER : Pardon? 

LINDA BARRY: He walked -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, yeah. 

LINDA BARRY: -- all the way? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah. He sure did. 

LINDA BARRY: Is this -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: From what I understand. Or 

someone said something about a horse. He wasn't really 
-- it wasn't really clear to me. I didn't really talk 
to him as much as some of the others did about how he 
got -- I don't think he really -- not knowing the area, 
I don't think he really was real clear as to how he got 
here. I don't think he really knew. I mean, you know, 
I think he got a little turned around. What he thought 
was north seemed to be south. 

LINDA BARRY: I -- it just concerns me that 

you weren't more concerned about your own people's 
safety. 
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STEVE SCHNEIDER; I'm concerned about yours, 
mine, his, everybody's. Honestly. 

LINDA BARRY; Okay. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I mean, I know, you know, 
that a lot of you people -- I mean, I -- you've got to 
remember, I've, I've given a lot of my life to the 
study and pursuit of religion period, you know, whether 
it be eastern, western, philosophy, whatever. I 
finally put that -- 

LINDA BARRY: So, the way he, the way he 

rambles doesn't bother you? I mean, it's -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, no. He -- they do 

that on the phone. I think they get a little excited 
when they he -- I mean, you know yourself -- 

LINDA BARRY: He sounded a little bit more 

than excited. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Which one do you mean, 

Louis or this 

LINDA BARRY: Jesse. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- Jesse? Jesse? 

LINDA BARRY: That's who he -- we're trying 

to find out exactly -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, okay. 

LINDA BARRY: -- who he is . I don't -- I 

know his 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah, I know he's -- 
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LINDA BARRY: -- name is Amen. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I know he's from the west 
-- even by his accent, I know he's from the west coast. 
He mentioned last -- 

LINDA BARRY: He mentioned before, I think -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- living in southern 

California . 

LINDA BARRY; Southern California is a big -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah. 

LINDA BARRY; -- place. Any specific -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, I'm trying to -- 

LINDA BARRY: -- place? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: It seemed like he mentioned 

a town, but I'd never heard of it. Oh, what's the name 
of it? It seems like it started with an H or 
something. But I -- I'll ask him and find out, ask him 
in the morning, and -- 

LINDA BARRY: Has he spoken with Vernon? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah, a little bit. He, 

he, he talked with him a little bit and, and David was 
saying he had a headache and wasn't feeling well, so he 
wasn't able to spend a lot of time with him. 

LINDA BARRY; You know, it just -- you know, 
it concerns me, because having two people in there, 
especially people that you really don't know about, 
could pose a real problem for your people . 
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STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, not re-- 

LINDA BARRY; I mean, you have weapons in 
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there . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: One's a, one's a 

Pentecostal. And neither one -- well, you've got to 
remember, I mean, no matter what you think of us and so 
forth, I mean, we still like humanity. I mean, I, I 
like you people. These ATF people -- and the other 
thing is that I'm a little -- 

LINDA BARRY; You have weapons in there. No 
-- and especially the last one -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: The weapons, the -- 

LINDA BARRY; -- Jesse just doesn't -- 
STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- weapons aren't left 

laying around, and not for children, not for anybody. 
It's not something that, you know, one just -- and plus 
we're watching him. Like I said, we keep an eye on 
these guys. 

LINDA BARRY: Yeah, because it just seems to 

me that he can cause a real bad problem for you and us . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Not -- well, see, again. I 
believe in a living God. I have trust. If that's the 
case, well, then, I guess. Providence has it. I mean, 
I'm not going to go out of my way to put my life in 
jeopardy. But at the same time, these guys have shown 
enough where they definitely have come a long ways to 
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want to know -- they think that this group might know 
something about the Bible, more than that they've had 
opportunity to learn. So, that's what they came for. 
And by their questions -- 

LINDA BARRY: Doesn't it -- isn't it a little 

bit strange to you that they come to you at this 
particular time? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Well, they never heard 
about us before and, and I, I realize too how bizarre 
it is, from even the -- 

LINDA BARRY: Yeah. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- things in the newspaper, 

the Time . and Newsweek and so forth, and, of course, 
you know, one, one keeps that in mind. But at the same 
time, they thought that we -- it was only fair, as a 
Christian principle, to give a person an opportunity to 
explain. 

LINDA BARRY: Is that what, what he was doing 

tonight with Vernon? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, earlier in the day 

he, he requested to see him and, and he tried to at 
least -- give him a couple of minutes or so, but then 
he told -- you know, he, he's not been feeling well 
ever since he got up a couple nights ago with, with the 
first guy, Louis. He -- David got up then, and every 
-- it seems like the last time he got up too, he was 
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laid out for about a week after talking to Byron that 
one time. He started bleeding, which he didn't expect. 

He -- I think he thought he was healed better than what 
he was and •- 

LINDA BARRY: Aren't, aren't you a little bit 

concerned about that? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, yeah, of course. 

LINDA BARRY; I mean, that sounds like that 
he's getting an infection, that -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, I don't know. Is -- 

LINDA BARRY: You ever heard of septicemia? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah, it is possible, 

because I know he's never had headaches before and 
he -- 

LINDA BARRY: Uh-huh. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: he's definitely 

concerned about that. And he also mentioned, you know, 
he's -- at times he's feeling kind of weak and light, 
so I don't, I don't know what the symptoms would be, 
what could be setting in. But, yeah, we're concerned. 

LINDA BARRY; I would be. I mean, that 
sounds like something -- he's not getting better. It 
sounds Ixke the, the situation is getting worse. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, it doesn't seem to be 

acute or extreme, but it. it does seem that he's still 
having some kind of reaction to something. 
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LINDA BARRY: Right. But if it was something 

that you didn't need to worry about, he'd be getting 
better. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Well, you know, he's the 
kind of a -- he's a very independent, as you already 
have figured out, a very independent person that -- I 
mean, he will do what he wants to do and -- I could 
talk till I'm blue in the face, but he, he feels he's 
responsible for certain things and he's going to stay 
to his responsibilities. I know you wouldn't 
understand. It'd take time for me to share and develop 
something for you, but -- and I know you wouldn't be 
interested, so we'll leave that go. 

LINDA BARRY: Are, are you allowed to make 

any decisions? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: For myself. 

LINDA BARRY: You could make decisions for 

yourself? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, most cer-- everybody 

here can do that . Anybody can leave that they want to . 
They can walk right out that door, morning, noon, and 
night. In fact, he has actually removed people from 
this group many times. If they, if they don't want to 
go along with the program, why be here? 

LINDA BARRY: Um-hum. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: They can go do and -- 
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STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- believe how they want. 
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But, you know, he -- if -- this is his home and he's 
been here th^ longest and, and people, they've heard 
what he's had to say. He's not been controverted by 
any scholar or layperson, so they, they in honesty 
acknowledge that. 

LINDA BARRY: So, are, are you a type of 

leader there? I, I am trying to get a -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: No. 

LINDA BARRY: -- picture of 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: What I was before I ever 

came here, 1 had -- through the -- i -- how -- what I 
-- I never really was into religion. And I was raised 
with religion like a lot of young people are, and I saw 
hypocrisy in it. And I got into hanging around with 
movie stars in Hawaii in my early 20s, and I got kind 
of tired of that scene, and ran into a guy that was 
going to be a quarterback for the Rams. He gave that 
up for eastern religion. 

LINDA BARRY; Um-hum. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: And I started pursuing all 

of that, comparing it. And little by little, I got 
into the Bible. And, and even then, I always thought I 
had a fairly good knowledge and understanding of the 
book just by comparing notes with other denominations. 
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but then I wondered, well, what am I to do with all 
this information. So, I -- a lot of times I thought 
about maybe teaching or I had invitations to be a 
minister, an evangelist. But it -- I knew that if I 
started speaking hard like I believed, then I knew I 
wouldn't last long in any denomination. 

LINDA BARBY: But you must be in some kind of 

leadership role there. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, no. I really am not. 

It's like we're all a lot of individuals. There's -- 
there might be -- they, they respect me as a friend and 
they know that I have a deep desire to know the very 
things they do. And I haven't been disappointed like 
they have, but we're all, you know, we're all equal. 

LINDA BARRY: You live there on a daily basis 

with those -- these people and you, your people, and 
you don't think they see you as some type of leader? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Positively don't. 

Honestly. They see that I'm a person that has a deep 
interest in the Bible and maybe have spent more time 
than they have with it, but that's, honestly, that's 
what I've been trying to tell Dek and many of these 
negotiators. That's as far as it goes. I mean, God's 
no respecter of persons. If someone has divine 
inspiration where somehow or other they can unlock 
mysteries that even in the world of science have to 
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deal with and, and wrestle with -- I mean, I, I don't 
have that ability. I mean, I can hear what's being 
said and repeat to some degree what I've heard, but I 
don't have the ability to open up things that the 
scientific world themselves are pursuing, like David 
really has. I can give you instances where engineers 
and psychologists have sat where he has lectured in 
different places with their mouths wide open, just like 
my own, wondering where the guy got the information, 
when I've never heard of any scientist or Ph.D.s 
anywhere I've been know the same information. 

LINDA BARRY; But is there -- do you have any 
type of plan to end this? 

STEVE SOiNEIDER; To end what, the, the 
sitting in this building? 

LINDA BARRY; Yes. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Well, I -- tell you the 
truth, I wished it wouldn't, wouldn't have happened. 

But it's happened. I'm here. 

LINDA BARRY: It'S happened. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: And, yeah, I'm hoping it's 

winding down. But I've given him six-and-a-half years 
of my life, Linda, and in that time I -- 

LINDA BARRY: You've given him? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, meaning -- you know, 

being here, listening to him, and not -- and trying to 
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controvert -- I mean, it's been almost that long. 

LINDA BARRY: Well, what's the, what's the 

significance of that? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, meaning -- I've spent 

my time here listening to him and, and trying to 
controvert what he has. And when I wasn't able to do 
it, I'd listen more. 

LINDA BARRY: You can't make a decision for 

yourself because -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yes, I have. I have -- 

LINDA BARRY: --of that devotion? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: And -- but right now it's, 

it's like it's the last leg here. It's like we're on 
the last portion. And I, I've seen by -- that he has 
had revelations in the past, which is a bizarre 

LINDA BARRY: When was the revelation? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- thing in this, in this 

century, 1993, this year. It's not some common thing, 
even though there's nuts everywhere that claim to hear 
voices and people claim many things. I've never been 
into dreams, visions myself. I have never bought that 
sort of thing. But because of what he has produced, I 
mean, the logical, the, the sense and so forth, that's 
why I've given ear. And I have not been able to 
controvert what he has. So, I'm way -- i -- like the 
rest, I've been waiting to see what he has. And it 
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seems like it's developed, but it seems like -- if, if 
-- I think it's going to happen any time now. I really 
do, 

LINDA BARRY; Okay. You, you'd mentioned 
that you felt that we were on the last leg of this 
situation? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, meaning, you know, 

waiting for what's the answer. God told him to wait. 
Wait for what? What, what do you have? Is it to be -- 
see if one's faith is to be tested, to see if one 
really believes in God's word? 

LINDA BARRY: Steve? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Is it, is it a vir-- 

LINDA BARRY: We both know that this -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- is it a development of a 

virtue that people really have in this generation? 
That's the question. I don't know. 

LINDA BARRY: But the reality is that we're 

on the Earth and we are not going to be waiting 
forever. We're in the here and the now. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Why won't you be -- okay. 
You won't be waiting forever. Why not? 

LINDA BARRY: The situation can't be allowed 

to go on forever. You have children in there. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: This is true. 

LINDA BARRY; I mean, you can sit down and 
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that. You sound like a very intelligent man 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, I think that -- 

LINDA BARRY: And I know that -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; -- I think that the both of 

us -- 

LINDA BARRY: -- the way you're talking to 

me, you come off as being a real leader. And I know 
there are some people in there who look to you as a 
leader. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Linda, where do you get 

that from? It -- 

LINDA BARRY: From just talking to you. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; But that -- 

LINDA BARRY: I get that from talking -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Okay. 

LINDA BARRY: --to you. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: But in the world of man, if 

I were in a classroom situation or something of that, 
and, of course, one was lecturing on information that 
others did not understand, you would gain some degree 
of respect. But, here, I am a student with the rest. 
The man is so beyond me -- if I could give you examples 
of going over to London with him where he met with 
theologians, I could give you their names, these men 
sat there quiet there, didn't even have -- they didn't 
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even ask him questions because they knew he would give 
them answers, as, as he did. 

LINDA BARRY: Well, let me just ask you one 

thing, Steve. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Go ahead. 

LINDA BARRY; If he's such a great leader, 
why is he asleep while this is going on? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Because of his wounds. The 

guy's never -- he's so energetic, he's never been like 

10 I this before. The -- I don't know how bad the wound has 

11 J affected him, but -- 

LINDA BARRY: Have you seen, have you seen 

13 I his wounds? Do you -- 

I STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yes, I have. 

' LINDA BARRY: What, what's the situa-- how 

16 I does it look? I mean -■ 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Well, you know, it 
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LINDA BARRY; Not that I'm a doctor, but I 


16 I appears --

20 I just 

21 I STEVE SCHNEIDER: No, No. I know. But it 

22 I appears like it's healing very well, you know, by 

23 j appearances from the front and where the bullet exited 

24 out the back side it appears like it's, it's doing the 

25 j -- I would expect that he should be healing pretty good 
-“in fact, it's -- 
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LINDA BARRY: Where did it, where did it, 

2 I where did it go in? Where exactly is the wound? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; As you -- from his 

4 I perspective, it would be on the left side, down about 

5 I -- I think it's adjacent to, say, about his naval, to 

6 I the left of that. Probably from hie side, from the 

7 outside from the side, it would probably be inward 

8 maybe, I don't know, two or three inches, I would 

9 I imagine, three inches -- 

10 I LINDA BARRY: Uh-huh. 

11 I STEVE SCHNEIDER: — and then it exited out 

12 I the back. 

LINDA BARRY; Oh, uh-huh. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; And I think that it 

15 I probably -- in, in the beginning, it looked really bad, 

16 I mean, real bad. I mean, he lost three pints of 

17 j blood, no question about it. 

LINDA BARRY; How do you know that? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, you know, just by 

20 I what was on the rug and on the floor where he moved, 

21 where he was finally laying down. He thought he was 

22 going to go the first day. Everybody really did. And 

23 as he hung on the next two or three days, I mean, it 

24 I was expected that it could happen any moment . 

LINDA BARRY: It -- so, what's happening - 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Even by, even -- 
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LINDA BARRY; -- with it now? Is -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: --by the weakness in the 

voice and everything. And then about the fourth day -- 
I think it was about the third day, they --we were 
checking his vital signs and the blood pressure came up 
and seemed to be very normal . I think it was about the 
third or fourth day. 

LINDA BARRY; Um-hum. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: And then, after that, it 

seems like he's been improving. But every time he is 
gotten up, you know, anxious to get up and do things, 
is when he, he seems to have had some degree of a 
relapse. 

LINDA BARRY; Is there swelling, any pus -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: It doesn't -- no, no, it 

doesn't appear -- well, yeah, there's only -- you know, 
it runs and sometimes it does seem to be like pus, both 
in the wrist wound and where -- and also his thumb is 
still numb from where the bullet took quite a chunk of 
flesh out near his -- the bone of the wrist. 

LINDA BARRY: Sounds like, you know, I'd be 

real concerned about that. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: In fact, the scab that has 

actually formed on the wrist is huge -- I mean, thick. 

I mean, it's like a quarter of an inch or more thick. 
And it does constantly drain and seems to have pus 
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also, so, I mean, i don't know if that would be causing 
him sickness or causing the headaches or -- but he 

is not, you know, feeling like he normally 

would be. 

LINDA BARRY: Is there any way you can get a 

phone near him? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, I asked him -- 

LINDA BARRY ; We have a message that - - 
STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah, most of the times -- 

LINDA BARRY ; ~ - we need to give him . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- he didn't mind, but it 

seems like the last time he was in the -- kind of an 
upbeat mood is when he was talking with John Cox. And 
since then -- I mean, he tried to get on the phone the 
other night with -- i can't -- I'm, I'm losing track of 
time, but, two nights ago, I think it was? Or was it 
three? He was talking with Louis when he had come in 
that night, Wednesday night, and I believe he spoke 
with -- maybe it was yeah, John Cox. It was. 

LINDA BARRY; All right. Well, there's a 
message that we need to get to him. Is he in his 
bedroom or -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: He is -- yeah, the door is 

closed. About an hour or so ago when I first got on 
the phone 


LINDA BARRY: Uh-huh. 
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STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- I had a couple of people 

go knock at the door. There wasn't even an answer. 

So, he's definitely out. And usually when he sleeps -- 
LINDA BARRY: He'S out? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, meaning sleeping, I'm 

sure. 

LINDA BARRY: Oh, out, asleep. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah. 

LINDA BARRY: Okay. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Especially now that the 

music quit -- or not the music, the different weird 
sounds out here. 

LINDA BARRY : I ' d be real concerned about 

him. 


STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah, he -- he hasn't had 

the greatest appreciation for --he has not been able 
to sleep, by the way, and so that's made him weaker 
because of all the different crazy sounds -- 

LINDA BARRY: No, I mean with that -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- that they're -- 

LINDA BARRY: -- with that wound, it doesn't 

--it sounds like you think it's getting better, but it 
doesn't sound like that's really the case. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, I don't know, see. 

Like yourself, not being a doctor, not having -- I 
mean, of course, having classes in anatomy years ago, 
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you know, you remem-- 
lEnd of tape 174.]
